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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Donaldson does not check 
header information and that "Donaldson touts the ability to reject a message based upon the protocol level handshake before receiving 
the header." page 3, paragraph 1 and 3. Examiner notes that Donaldson, in addition to protocol level handshake, discloses checking 
header information that is included in the electronic message (fig. 21, 1488 and col. 32, lines 57 to col. 33, Iine20. see also col. 15, 
lines16-64 and col. 16, lines 1-8). Applicant also argues that Donaldson teaches manual notification instead of automatic notification as 
claimed (paragraph 3, page 3). Examiner notes that the claim requires "automatically reporting information relating to the electronic mail 
message to the facilitating part." Donaldson teaches that if the Active Relay determines the remote host to be an Open Relay, it sends 
error message to the remote host (col. 15, lines 57 to col. 16, lines 14 and col. 33 lines 14-21. see also col. 22, lines 28-63). Therefore, 
Donaldson clearly teaches reporting information relating to the electronic message such as automatically sending an error message to 
remote host. 
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
